AN ACT to incorporate the village of Platteville.

CHAPTER 64. 

[Published March 11, 1861.] 

AN AM to provide for the apportionment of School Moneys. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

1‘21°11 apportion-  SECTION 1. The town superintendents of schools shall 
apportion the school moneys coming into their hands 
upon the 4th Monday of March in each year, or as soon 
thereafter as the same may be received by them: provided, 
that nothing in this act shall interfere with the ap-
portionment of money received from the state, provided 
for by section 45, chap. [chapter] 23, R. S., [revised 
statutes,] amended by sect. [section] 3, chap. [chapter] 
352, general laws of 1860. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
_from and after its passage and publication.
